** Argentinians, on the.basis of 
their' undeniably great agricul­ 
tural possibilities, each claim that 
theirs is the coming nation of 
South America. Each nation looks 
forward 
to days 
of 
enormous 
prosperity, believ ing North Amer­ 
ican food demands w ill increase 
greatly. 
Argentina’s hopes of establish­ 
ing a great market for her wheat 
and meat in the United States 
seem 
rather 
far-fetched, 
while 
Brazil 
has 
all-important 
com­ 
mercial stakes in v arious staple 
crops— such as eugar, cocoa, cot- 
tcn and rubber— and has repeat­ 
edly been beaten from her posi­ 
tion by competitiv e 
production’ 
elsewhere. 
Coffee is* today the 
keystone of Brazil's economic wel­ 
fare. It has been giv ing her some 
trouble. 
Nev ertheless, 
Brazil 
has 
the 
most land, the most people and 
the greatest resources of any na­ 
tion in South America. Her area 
is larger than that of the United 
States and her population is more 
than that of the rest of the conti­ 
nent. Her nearly 4 0,000,000 peo­ 
ple hav e created a firm basis for 
a large domestic trade, especially 
in such home-grown products as 
cattle, cotton and sugar.

rpiIE path of emergence from her 
’*■ present economic dependency 
on coffee is not quite clear. Since 
the East Indies depriv ed Brazil 
of her dominance in rubber, cof­ 
fee’s share in her exports hav e 
grown to more than 7 0 per cent.

coffee crops hav e almost threat­ 
ened to ruin her. The Sao Paulo 
Coffee Defense Institute has re­ 
sorted to a. policy of restricting

Dr. Shumaker denied himself 


to visitors at his office today. Mr. 
Martin said the league superin- 
tendent was very nervous ana 
wished to be undisturbed. Mr. 
Martin also refused to comment 
on the decision of the dry leader 
to begin serving the sentence. 


The contempt sentence, 
im- 


posed because of articles pre- 
pared by Dr. Shumaker for the 
official publication of the Anti- 
saloon league, has been hanging 
over his head for more than a 
year. The articles which were al- 
leged to be contemptuous, cri- 
ticized certain judges of the su- 
preme court for their "decisions 
in liquor law violation cases.

LINCOLN'S BIRTHDAY. 
BIRTHDAY GREETINGS TO THE "WIZARD" 
. A busy world seldom pauses in its work as a 


mark of respect to even its most distinguished 
citizens. In true appropriateness perhaps least 
of all should it slop today— though it is to hon- 
or one of its greatest - for he whose birthday 
is celebrated, has done more to gear higher the 
Wheels of industry than any other man. 


This man is of course Thomas A. Edison, the 


beloved "Wizard." Down in Fort Myers, Florida 
he is today celebrating his 82nd birthday and a 
peresident-elect has journeyed to join the little 
group of notables assembled to do him honor. 


Few though there are who are privileged to 


meet with this distinguished company the pres- 
ence of the great genius will be felt in every city, 
street and office, in every home—almost through- 
out the entire world. The total of the Edison 
achievement is almost beyond belief. In the long 
span of years which has been granted him, he 
has often achieved the marvelous — and straight- 
way it has become commonplace, by the very 
practicality of the conception and the immediate 
utility of the device. It is said that after failure 
to find a market for an early voting machine of 
his invention, he vqwed never again to spend 
his time perfecting a thing for which a direct 
need did not already exist. 
The total of his 


patents numbers over 2,500, and more than half 
of them are in use today. 


Edison began his career as an inventor in 


1869 after several years spent as a railroad news 
agent and telegraph operator. The first product 
of his genius was the stock ticker. Probably the 
most famous of his inventions is the electric 
light, the first model of which — the familiar 
carbon, filament bulb — he brought out in 1879. 
Just a few of the better known of his contribu- 
tions to industry have been the compound wound 
dynamo, the improved storage battery, the tele- 
graph capable of transmitting six messages con- 
currently over the same wire, the phonograph 
and the motion picture camera. 


Fifteen years ago he brought out a combina- 


tion of the latter two inventions in which dia- 
logue was synchronized to the picture, an early 
edition of the present talkie. After some indif- 
ferent performances, however, the machines were 
recalled for further perfecting. The incident is 
typical of the inventor's attitude toward his work.. 
Nothing short of mechanical perfection and 
efficiency satisfies him and he is willing to go to 
any length in time and expense to make his in- 
ventions stand the test of commercial reliability. 


Octogenarian though this great man may be, 


he still is possessed of remarkable stamina and 
physical power. He does not wish to rest upon 
his laurels. His work is his play and "he goes 
about it with the vigor of youth and the de- 
termination to accomplish. 


Long may he be spared to continue his great 


service, is the wish of countless millions who 
would honor and felicitate him on this day. 


Who remembers the good old days when the 


bustling housewife apologized every time she 
served bacon?
